NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 8th February, 2012 

No. 01-11014/01/2010-DS.—The President is 
pleased to make the following modifications in paragraphs 
7 and 9 of the NotificationNo. 01-11014/1/2010-DS, dated 
6th August, 2010 of the Government of India, Ministry of 
Overseas Indian Affairs containing regulations for the 
award of the Pravasi Bharatiya Sam man Award. The 
revised paragraphs of the said notification would read as 
under:— 

Para 7—“The medallion would be circular in shape, 
2.9 mm in thickness and of diameter 50.8 mm, made from 
60 gms of 22 Carat gold. The logo of Pravasi Bharatiya 
Divas (PBD) would be etched into the inner circle of 
30 mm diameter. The front side of the medallion would 
have minakari w ork etched in the outer circle. The backside 
of the medallion would have the National emblem in the 
middle, with the name of the award as Pravasi Bharatiya 
Samman Award, engraved around it”. 

Para 9—“A miniature of the medallion, in rectangular 
shape with the PBD logo engraved in the middle, and with 
minakari work on both sides, which may be worn on certain 
occasions by recipients, would be mounted on a gold- 
plated silver lapel-pin weighing 10 grams”. 
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
